Should you choose to create a custom World Wrestling Federation" wrestler, 
th e first thing you 11 wan I to do is n arne f'.im. M eve die cu rsor LE FT a nd FIE HT 
to the appropriate letter and use the UP and DOWN CONTROL PAD to change 
it. When your Wrestler's noma is correct, pressing the A BUTTON will loch it in 
and permit you to move on to the next stage ot customisation.

BASIC MAT SKILLS 


o get started an your quest to become King or the Ring'*, 
you need to have a strong foundation in the basics ct the 
sport; 

To move around the ring, use the CONTROL PAD. 

To axit Lhe ring, walk into the ropes on iha left or right side of line ring. 

Luring your opponent outside the ring can bo a useful strategy, but be sure to 
return before a 10 Count elapses, or you will he disqualified, 

Ip return to the ring, walk into the apron on the iclt or right side of the ring. 

To run elt or rigln across the ring, move LEFT OR RIGHT while simultaneously 
pressing the A BUTTON. 


To punch your opponent press the A BUTTON. 

To ki ck your op pc nent press the G OUTTG N, 

Tc lock yo«r opponent in a grapple, walk into him face-to face. 

While you arc grappling with ya# opponent you hsve several choices or 
oireuse ottock: 


Headbutt your opponent by pressing the A BUTTON. 

Body slam your opponent by pressing the B BUTTON. 

Throw your opponent by pressing the A BUTTON and a CONTROL PAG 
simultaneously.

THINK DEFENSIVELY 

There are several defensive moves you should 
keep in mind in the course of a particularly hosted 
match: If you are standing and your opponent is 
running toward you, press ihe ARLITTfiM to 
clothesline your opponent or the 6 BUI ION to hip- 
toss him. 
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AERIAL ATTACK! 

Here's hew i.u I.hlj rrch an attack on your opponent 
from the tap turnbuckle: FirsL climb to die top 
turn buckle by moving your wrestler into a corner of 
die ring and pressing the CONTROL PAD toward the 
turnbuokle.'lo jump from the t-urnbuckle, press the A 
BUTTON.
